Applicant's reply was non-responsive because Applicant merely restated the generic category of "an organic molecule library" rather 
than electing a single representative species of this enormous generic category. The term "organic molecule library" is unsearchable, 
as it reads on an infinite number of carbon-containing molecules in virtually every class and subclass. Applicant is required to elect a 
single specific representative class of organic molecule corresponding to a specific core structure that is directed to the utility of 
elected Group III. The examiner apologizes for any lack of clarity in the Species Election Requirement. 

Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide attempt to comply, applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE (1) MONTH 
from the mailing date of this communication within which to correct the deficiency. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY 
BE GRANTED UNDER 37 CFR 1.136(a).
